DARING OUTRAGE NEAR NEWARK, N. J.

Three Ruflians Enter a flotel and Oom-
mit & Murderous Assanit on the Pro-
pristor and his Son-OUne of the As-
sallants Shot; Kte,

On Spturday night, at abont half-past 0
o'oloek, three raffiaus entered the hotel of Mr,
Bachmeyer, known as the Glendale Hounse,
located about half-way botween Newark and
New York, and committed a mwurderons se-
sanlt on the proprictor and his eon, Julius,
both of whom were severely injured,

The particulars of the affair are as follows: —
Shortly after ¥ o'clock, on the night in ques-
tion, Mr. Bachmeyer and his =on were about
to close up the bar-room, as little or no busi-
ness i8 done in that remote locality after 9,
when three evil-looking men entered and
called for drinks, which were promptly fur-
nished. The men spent a short time in rend-
ing the papers, Mr. Bachmeyer and Julins
being engaged in making preparations for
glosing up, unmindiml of the intentions of
theiv visitors. Suddenly one of the fellows
jumped up, and, pregenting a revolver at
the now terrified father and son, coried
oul, "“Your money or your lives," The
others followed Nifs example, and, with-
ont o moment's warning, the three discharged
their weapons. One of the balls grazed Mr,
Bachmoyor's cheok, while another passed
throngh the arm of his sen, inflicting n severe
wonnd, Not satisfied with this, each of the
ruflinns drew forth a sabre and assaulted the
proprietor, who received three serieus wounds
in the head. Julius managed to escape into
a back room, where he secured a loaded gnn,
which was standing againgt the wall. A boy,
about fonrteen years old, hearing the eries for
aid, rushed out from the rear room, when the
roffians made a dash for him, trying to mur-
der the little fellow. Fortunately they only suc-
ceeded fn wounding him.  Julins returned to
the barroom with the gun, which he dis-
vharged at the aseailants, one of whom fell,
His companions turned and again fired, ona of
the balls passing through the leg of young
Buchmeyer, just below the thigh, They then
seized their wounded comvade and retrested
from the place, followed by Julins, who was
deternunined to be avenged,
loss of blood, however, the latter was unnble
to procved far, and fell to the ground after
firing a <hot at the fugitives.

Dy, Max Kneohler wns gummonad to sttend
Mr. Bachmeyer and his gon, one Dr. A, Heit-
zog having, as stated, refused his services, on
the ground that he might be called upon to
testify in court. It wasg then ascertzined that
the father had received injuries of a dangerous
though not necessarily fatal nuturs, The saf-
ferings of the injured party were partially
allayed, and they arve now as comfortable as
possible,

Intelligence of the affuir was communicated
to the police of Newark, Jersey City, and New
York, but no c¢lue was obtained to the where-
abouts of the assailants, who are as yet at
large. The affuir has cansed intense excito-
ment in the vicinity and among the people of
Newark,—N. Y. Herald to-day,

Sermon by Rev, Dr, Tyng on Rituallim,

The Rey. Dr. Tyng, Rector of St. George's
Chaoreh, preached the third sermon in the
courge on “'Ritualism,”” under the auspices of
the “Evangelical Knowledge Society,”” last
evening, in the Church of the Ascension, Fifth
avenue and Tenth street, to a full congrega-
tion.

The reverend gentleman took for his text
the twenty-third verse of the twenty-fourth
chapter of Matthew's Gospel, and stated that
“the one great promise of the Old Testament
was Christ’'s ¢oming,” referring to the glory
of Hig coming, Hiz mission and subsequent

sufferings and disgrace, and to the importance |

of believing that on the reality of this true
Christ rests the happiness of wankind’; that
the setting up of n false Christ for the realis
Earl’ul and destructive, and reminding his
enrers that it was most destructive to deny
Christ’s divine qualifications
person, referring them to  the words
“Unto us is a child born, the Father of
an everlasting age;'’ stating that through
death Christ was a conguerer over
death, and that his death worked man’s recon-
ciliation with God. The true Christ was to
“rle on the throne;" that there was to be
poné besides Wim: that He to whom God said,
*iLet all angels of God worship Thee, ' stands
before us “‘as the one Deity clothed with
influite power.” IHe divided that part of his
digcourse which related to the false Christ
under four heads, namely:—First, the false
Christ of ""Theoretical Rationalism;" second,
of “Impertinent Traditionalism;'" third, of a
siHollow Ceremonialism:" fonrth, of ““Asium-

Eeolesinsticalism;”” and carnestly ex-
horted his hearars to turn from those “minis-
tersa of BSatan” who get up those false

and divine

Christs. Those of ‘‘theoretical rationalism®
he held to be Unitariung and the upholders of
Tiberal Christianity, and denounced the
writing of the essayists and reviewers, includ-
ing the “puerile Colenso," as well as those of
Robertson ux heretical for denying that the
“Word’® was written under the inspiration of
the Holy Ghost. Under the second head of
smpertinent traditionalism,”” he clagged the
followars of the anti-Nicens fathers and those
who gtate that the Bible is unintslligible to
them. Thirdly, “hollow cercmonianlism® was
the rejection of the whole sohieme of salvation
through Christ, and the holding of the theor

that man arrives at it by his own works, And,
fourthly, the false Christ of “assuming eocle-
ginsticsl'sm’’ was that of the Episcopal Church,
and in the belief that the actusl body and
blood of Christ was in the bread and wine
taken at communion,

Dr. Tyng concluded his disoourse by refer-
ring to the abominations of Roman Catholi-
clsm—ite gross superstitions, gaudy trappings,
and priesteraft, )

A collection on behall of the “*Evangelical

THE FENIANS AT THE WHITE HOUSE.

THE DELEGATION BAVE AN INTERVIEW WITH PRE-
FIDENT JOHNFON-—BELLIGERERT HIMIUTE BULI-
Crren,

Mesgrs, Bonjamin Baker, of Philadelphin,
and James W. Meagher, representatives of the
Irish republic in America, had an important
interview with President Johnson on Saturday
afternoon, with a view to soliciting a recogni-
tion ef belligerent rights by the American
Govermment. The delegation was cordially
revelved by the President, and Mr. Baker, on
behnlf of the Fenian Brotherhood in America,
made the following address; —

The people of Ireland have lssued a declars-
tion of war, It Is not our purposs Lo enter into
B dotall of tho grievapces and Injaries Infljeted
on the Irish people In Irsland during seven
conturles, the nnprovoked invasions of ner soll,
the burnings of her howmwes, the slaughter and
butehery of her sons, the cruel dovastations,
the systemized famines, tho banlshmont of her
ohildren by the insppeasable tyranny of the
Government of England. Those grievanoes
and ipjuries are witnessed In her forvible
muintenanneo of a foreign olignrehy, who
yob and fMtten on the Induostry of a
rce who disavow them: In the smok-
ing roing of the cablns of the bhumble;
In the desorted cpstles and palaces ol an honor-
wble and Ermurly noeestry;: in the solemn
illonee of her graveyards, whereln ropose the
remuing of mote murdered Ruman victios than
any other empire al any period inthe history
of the world hins ever sacrificed on tyrnwnny’s
blood-sialned nltars withiin equul limits; in her
fruftiul fields intended by thair Creator for the
mmmedinte support of human beings; but con-
verted Into pastures for entile by alien robs
bers, who bear nons of the bardens to
wilch the rightrul  helrs of the  soll
are  subjected; in  the deprivation of
her commerce, while possessing all the gqunlifi-
entlons of u grest commersial nation; in the
destruction of her muanufactares by Hritish
legislation; 1o the disintegration of communi-
ties, the aufmruiltm of fmmilies, and the ¢om-
pulsory exile of 1wo nations, who, united In
one great nation on thelr own land, conld serva
humauity and advanee civillzation, The acls
of iInhumanity and baruarity porpeteated are
innumuerable, They have shocked all Christen-
dom, and It s impossible to find a nation whose
wiar I8 more jostifinble, necording to ull
Divine laws and buman rights, and according
Lo the commen sense of mankind, than thnt
now woged by Ireland agninst England for the
peserilon of her natlonal Independence. The
r{'urldl:n{ eslablished by the Government of
angland in granting belligerent rights to the
late Robels of the Unlted States of Amerien im-
medintely nfter the commencoment of lostilie
Lies; the firm determination of the Irigh
people In Ireland to give no assistance
to  England in ease a rapture ovearred
between Great Britnin and the United
States consequent on the Mason and Sldell
difMculty, the gaerifles of tens of thonsnands
of the Irich race in Amerien daring the recent
war for the mualntenanee of this republie,
which the mountrehical Governmenis of Fa-
ropis, more especiglly that of Enginnd, eon-
splred to destroy; the natural sympathy which
the people of this republie should extend to
those struggling for freedom now in [reland,
nnder dimeunltles Nl““l 1o, If not greater, than
those under which Washington and his com-
vatriots lnbored for the Hberation of this coun-
try from Bridsb misrobe: the et that the Irish
repunblie bas been aotually engnged 1o armed
and foreible hostllities pgainst the Govern-
ment of Great Dritain, under a provisional
Goverpment, nll thede roasons have Tmpressed
the Irish race o represent tho cnse Lo your
Excellency, and to ask that the Irish republic
uhall be respected as o government noctunlly in
existenee and at war with Great Britain, by the
Govertnment of the Unlted States, and thut the
Government of the United States Insist that
the rights 1o which the snud Irisihc republio are
entitied during the war shall bs respected by
her advearsary, the Government of Great
Britnin, and according to the rules which
natlons shoulg reciprfocally observe when de-
ciding thelr differences by arms. The proba-
billty or improbabllity of sucoesk canuot
enter into the question of ths proprioty
or lmpropriety of recoguition of bellige-
rent rights,

The luw of natlons, founded upon the high
moral sense of eivilized man, recognizes tho
fuct thnt two de Jaelo Governments, powers, or
nrmles are at war, and that lives may be lost,
humanity lunjured, and civilization rotarded in
ber progress, It does not suy, “*You must sue-
ecead bolore 1 recognlze your right to bs re-
specied as human beipes,'"” It says, “Your
enusp is just; you have taken the last argumont
to seltie your eontroversy. He yvourstrogele
long or short, your suceess probable or impro-
brble, you are children of Gad; you are Chris-
tians, you are brave, elvilized men, and you are
fuirly and justly entitied to recognition.”

The President listened very attentively, and
said the great question was, “Is there n
e facto govermment actually in existence '’
The delegation assured him thers was, when
he continned:—*"This question shall receive
the most serious consideration—that “conside-
ration necessary in deciding a mattor of such
great importauce, You are awdre that my
sympathies have always been with your
people.’

The delegation asked the prompt interfe
rence of this Government in behalf of the Ame
rican paturalized citizens now pining in British
dungeons for no crime whatsoever. The cases
of Messra, 5. J. Meany and M, O'Brien ware
dwelt upon. They argned that if the British
Government were justified in detaining thess
pursons for writing and speaking in Ameriea
against Knglish tyranny, it would be equally
justified in imprisoning prominent journalists
and public men who were naturalized citizens,
and who had written and spoken inu similar
wiy, should they happen to put foot on
British soil. The I'resident said measures had
Leon taken for the release of several natura-
lized citizens and that the details and particu-
lars of all other cases forwarded to the Govern-
ment would receive attention, and that full
justios shounld be done to nataralized citizeus,

OBITUARY.

Mr. John Phillip, K. A,

The steamer brings ns word that Mr. Jonn
Phillip, the well-known English painter of
Spanish life and manners, died somewhat sud-
denly at his house in London, on Wednesday,
February 18, at the age of fifty, IHe had
never enjoyed thoroughly good health, and
about five weeks before his death had been
puffering under an attack of low fever, from
which he had nearly recovered when he was
attacked with paralysis while on a visit to
his friend, Mr. Frith,

He was removed to hig own house in &
genselesy condition, from which he did not
recover. Mr. Phillip was a Stgtechman by
birth, a uative of Alvertiwnslﬁ. and was
originally & house-painter. He @htered the
Royal Academy as a student in 1837, was
mnde an aswociate in 1867, and in 1850 re-
onived the title of Royal Academician. Mr,
Phillip's powers as an artist were not of the
highest order; he had a cortain skill in seizing
the more obvions characteéristics of his sab-
ject, and great facility and cleverness in all
that bolonged the mechanical part of
his art.

He drew well. his color was effective and
not disagreanlile, d hix pictores almost
always told their sto¥y clearly. But he never
nimed at anything higher than popularity,
and his truth-telling only skimmed the sur-
face, from which it followad that he fell easily
into repetitiona and manmerisms; and having
found & fortunate and happy mine, was con-
tent to work n it 8o long  as it should reward
his labor. His pigtures have no lasting quali-
ties, and his repfitation wlll not endure; but
it may be hoped that the delight which
the public long showed in his work
may lead some one of the younger English
arfists to do for Spain  what lewis,
nnd Seddon, and Holman Hunt, in England,
and Gerome in France, hive done for Egypt
and Byria—give us a series of pictures in
which shall be found not merely a reflex of
of the superficial manners of her people, but a
vevelation of their life and ch
offorg a magnificent field to th
yeb almost untonched—and the most we have
thauk Mr, Phillips for is that he excited a
strong interest in that romantic conntry, and
hinted at the treasure am artist might hope to
win theae.
